Ix the legislature y yesterday various at- 
tempts were made to comply with the 
requirements of the new constitution in 
respect to local laws. The matter, how- 
ever, is on the table for the present. A 
resolution appointing a committee to in- 
vestigate the propriety of reducing the 
judicial circuits was adopted. A special 
message was read from Governor Colquitt, 
in relation to his indorsement of the 
bonds of the Northeastern railroad, and 
calling for an investigation of the charges 
that have recently been made against 
him.

Treasurer Renfroe is not exactly sure 
that he can pay the expenses of the leg- 
islature, redeem $150,000 of the six per 
cents. in February, $100,000 of the eight 
per cents. in April, and $50,000 of the six 
per cents. in August—he is not sure that 
he can do all this in addition to the meet- 
ing of current expenses without borrow- 
ing—say about $150,000. If he can get 
along next summer without borrowing, 
the floating debt business may be 
considered forever abolished. If 
the legislature would second the motion 
in every possible way, this matter of 
temporary loans, which is not creditable 
to the state, could be done away with. 
Treasurer Renfroe can be relied on to 
promote, as far as skill and foresight in 
his duties are concerned, such a result; 
but obligations are obligations, and if the 
state is to remain forehanded, economy 
must be allowed full swing during at least

The Governor’s Message. 

Governor Colquitt’s annual state paper 
is almost strictly a review of the state’s 
more important affairs. Its recommen- 
dations, few in number, are of a practi- 
cal nature, and its explanations explain 
without unnecessary words the transac- 
tions to which they relate. It issuch a 
message asthe head of a state that is 
trying to reach a higher degree of pros- 
perity might reasonably be expected to 
write. 

After a brief but comprehensive men- 
tion of the blessings both positive and 
negative that the state has enjoyed, the 
yovernor reviews the condition of her 
finances. He considers the situation 
highly gratifying. The cash balance in 
the treasury on the first day of January 
was $833,719. All expenses have been 
met, and the balance on the first day of 
October was $295,789. For the first sum- 
mer in many years a ‘loan to meet the 
heavy payments that fall due before the 
taxes began tocomein was avoided. Of the 
public debt $100,000 was paid during the 
past year, and $300,000 more will mature 
in 1879. A change of the end of the fiscal 
year to October 1 is recommended. The 
improved financial condition is partly due 
toa windfall amounting to $152,278 net 
that came from the general government 
on account of the purchase of rolling 
stock for use on the state’s road. The 
retention of a contingent fee of 25 per 
cent. by the attorneys who had charge of 
the claim is explained, the evidence in 
favor of the fee being, in the judgment of 
the governor, full and conclusive. The 
favorable balance in the treasury is also 
partly due to an income from the Macon 
and Brunswick railroad: In order to 
make the wild lands bear a proper share 
of the burdens of taxation, the govornor 
recommends amendments of the present 
law that will permit the comptroller-gen- 
eral to make up a list of all unreturned 
land, and issue fi. fas. thereon, and that 
will give the state free control of such 
fi. fas. 

In connection with the state university, 
the governor calls the attention of the 
legislature to a plan for utilizing the pub- 
lic buildings at Milledgeville by the es- 
tablishment of an agricultural college like 
the one at Dahlonega. If like favorable 
results can be reached at Milledgeville, 
he thinks such a scheme would be both 
a wise policy for the state and a grateful 
favor to the citizens of the old capital. 
Attention is called to the recommenda- 
tions and suggestions of Commissioner 
Orr. 

The governor thinks an enlargement of 
the buildings for the colored patients at 
the state lunatic asylum would be in ac- 
cordance with the spirit of humanity. 
No recommendations are made in relation 
to the academy for the blind or the 
deaf and dumb asylum. The report of 
Commissioner Janes is commended to the 
careful consideration of the legislature. 
The work of the state geologist is favora- 
bly mentioned; the attention of the legis- 
lature is called to the suggestions of the 
attorney-general and of the principal- 
keeper. 

Considerable space in the message is 
devoted to a consideration of the state’s 
ownership of the Macon and Brunswick 
road. He thinks the facts demand some 
decisive action by the legislature. He 
does not think the ownership of railroads 
conduces, as a rule, to purity of adminis- 
tration; nor does he think that a public 
debt is a public blessing. He therefore 
advises a sale or long lease of the Bruns- 
wick road, under restrictions that will 
secure the state against loss and protect 
the citizens against oppressive rates of 
transportation. Although the road is 
supplied with limited motive-power,it has 
earned over operating expenses $114,594 
in the. twenty-two months ending with 
September 30, 1878. 

The circumstances attending the sale 
of the North and South road to parties in 
Columbus are detailed. The purchasers 
agree to pay $40,500 for the property on 
the first day of January, 1884, with semi- 
annual interest at the rate of seven per 
cent., the state having a first lien upon 
the property and reserving the right to 
resume possession of the property upon 
the failure of any of the payments agreed 
upon. The Memphis branch baby-ele- 
phant was sold to the Marietta and North 
Georgia company for $9,000, the sum to 
be deducted from the hire of convicts 
loaned to the company by the general 
assembly. These sales leave only the 
Brunswick road on the state’s hands. 

The ‘state’s indorsement of the first 
mortgage bonds of the Northwestern rail- 
road company to the amount of $260,000 | « 
is very fully explained. The governor 
| hesitated long before he gained his own 
eonsent to an increase of the state’s re- 
sponsibility in the dangerous direction of 


state aid. He first became satisfied that 
the faith of the state was pledged beyond 


it was longer withheld. 

His sense of official duty left no alterna- 
tive outside of an indorsement of the 
bonds in question. He invites the most 
rigid scrutiny of the general assem- 
bly as'to “the” propriety of his mu - 
in this matter.. As the road bids fair to 
save thé state from any loss, and as it is 
contributing largely in developing a fine 
portion of the state, it is‘plain that the 
governor's action in the premises will not 
be questioned by any oné who under- 
stands the facts and is disposed to impar- 
tial judgment. Im this connection, the 
fact should be stated that the governor 
declined the application of the Griffin, 
Monticello and Madison railroad for a 
similar indorsement of its bonds. He 
referred the applicants to the general 
assembly. 

Without a word about the affairs of the 
federal government, but with one short 
and hopeful paragraph about Georgia, 
the governor brings the excellent and 
thoroughly satisfactory review of the 
state’s business to a conclusion. Let, he 
says at the end, our home talent and do- 
mestic virtues be given with patriotic de- 
votion to the service of Georgia first, and 
we are destined to become a rich, pros- 
perous and powerful community. 


Seme Postal Card Reflections. 

Weare afflicted. It is not enough that 
Judge Lester should be defeated by Dr. 
Felton, but we must be deluged with a 
shower of anonymous postal cards from 
the seventh district, a majority of them 
hailing from Cartersville. We have read 
these able communications with great 
care and considerable interest. They are 
entertaining documents, covering, as they 
(lo, a wide range of sentiment. Some are 
witty, some are humorous, some are seri- 
ous, and some are abusive. Of fifty or 
more before us, the grammar and spell- 
ing of thirty-five are indifferently bad, 
though these. faults are hidden to a great 
extent by an exultation which, under the 
circumstances, cannot. be called extrava- 
gant. They alternate between the “‘ how- 
do-you-feel-now’’ sort to the “‘I-told-you- 
so”’ variety, and occupy fully and com- 
pletely the wide field that lies between. 
One of our amiable correspondents 
goes so far as to sign himself 
“The Friend of Faild Human Nature,” 
whatever that may be, and he asks us 
politely if we have “got over that awful 
Motzclaw scare.’’. Another requests us to 
come up and bring General Gordon with 
us, though for what purpose the journey 
is to be undertaken, our talented and 
genial correspondent does not state.

In- 
deed, we don’t see how it can be other- 
wise. The Felton men can certainly af- 
ford to forget whatever animosities may 
have been engendered by the most heated 
campaign that ever occurred in Georgia. 
They certainly have the magnanimity to 
say to their late opponents, “ Forgive us 
“and we'll forgive you.. Shake!” It was 
a hardly-fought battle, and the victor can 
certainly afford to forget, in. the ex- 
ultation of triumph, the. hard words 
and even the bruises of the conflict. 
THe Constitution engaged in none 
of the dirty work of the campaign. We 
endeavored to give to the canvass some- 
thing of the dignity and potency of argu- 
ment. Asit turns out our arguments 
were impotent, but nevertheless do we 
congratulate ourselves that throughout 
the campaign, extending over a period of 
several months, we have never printed 
anything reflecting upon the private or 
public character of Dr. Felton. We op- 
posed him, as we shall probably have to 
oppose him again, simply and solely upon 
the ground that his candidature was cal- 
culated to divide and disorganize the dem- 
ocratic party. Whenever the matter 
came up for discussion, we invariabiy in- 
sisted that Dr. Felton’s record in congress 
was perfect, and upon more than one oc- 
casion we deplored the personalities that 
had been introduced into the campaign. 

These reflections are suggested by the 
recent raid made upon us by _ the 
postal card fiend, who seems 
to have his domicil somewhere in the 
corporate limits of Cartersville. We he- 
gun these desultory remarks by the as- 
sertion that we are afflicted, but this was 
a rather hasty synopsis of the mental 
phenomena that were aroused into activ- 
ity by the sight of these pleasantly face- 
tious missives. We are not afflicted. We 
are not even surprised. A biennial 
visitation from the postal card fiend of 
Cartersville is one of the necessities of a 
campaign in the seventh district, and we 
have learned to look upon it as a matter 
of course. Two years ago, the party who 
indites these anonymous missives was 
somewhat vindictive, and his epistles 
were altogether out of humor. In com- 
menting upon the fact at the time, we took 
occasion to deplore such an unnecessary 
display of temper; but at present 
we have no room for complaint. The p.

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TO KEBP HOUSE OR BOARD 7? 


The Problem that Confronts all Young 
Married People. 
Philadelphia Times. 


Every year a ae portion of the popula- 
tion of our cities fluctuates between house- 
keeping and boarding. Fewer, perhaps, in 
Philadelphia, the ‘City of Homes, * than 
elsewhere. Still here, too, no small num- 
ber of “families annually quit boarding- 
house life to make themselves homes; or, 
wear Y of housekeeping and sick of servants, 
flee for refuge to hotel or boarding-house, 
where somebody else shall order the dinner 
and their own responsibility cease with the 
payment of their board bill. Doubtless, a 

great deal may be said on both sides; fow 
modes of life are elysium. Housekeeping 
in one’s own house, there are taxes 
and repairs and disagreeable neigh- 
bors; renting, there is quarter-day 
and unaccommodating landlords; and 
in both cases there are servants to 
keep and to manage, leaks to watch 
and a thousand and one minor matters to 
look after, all of more or less importance to 
the comfort of the family. No wonder 
tired women and harassed men joyfully 
turn their backs on such worries and agree 
to be “done for’’ in more senses than one. 
Whether it is cheaper to board or keep 
house is a question often and much dis- 
cussed. Clearly, boarding-housekeepers do 
not pursue that avocation from motives 
of pure philanthropy, and, if it did not 

y them, would give it up. Yet to live 
in style for two or three people costs less 
in a hotel or fashionable boarding- 
house than when a handsome separate es- 
tablishment is to be maintained with a 
retinue of servanis and endless round of 
company. adh ios deal depends on indi- 
vidual taste. There are people who care 
nothing for domestic life—others to whom 
home is everything; women who enjoy 
housekeeping and others who hate it as 
drudgery and shirk all its duties as far as 
in them lies. 

Yet to have and make a home, to kee 
the fire on the domestic altar pure an 
bright, is the noblest mission of woman. 
Where there are children the parents owe it 
to them, and a boarding-house can never be 
home in the fullest and truest sense. Peo- 
ple leading ‘the nomadic life of boarders 

ing rooms every few meonrtths, can 
scarcely be expected to form any strong 
local attachments; to care more for one place 
than another. Home means to them merely 
a place to eat and sleep, and when in after 
years the family scatters they do so with 
comparatively no regret. Going among 
strangers is no trial to them—have they not 
lived among them all their lives? Probably 
for this reason is the charge so often brought 
that city people, as a rule, care less for home 
and faniily { than do country people—that 
having no settled abiding place, they cannot 
be expected to take deep root anywhere or 
to love each other as do the brothers and 
sisters who have always been all and all to 
each other. 

No one, no matter how capable, can train 
children properly outside of home. We all 
know how pees and disagreeable boarding- 
house children are apt to be, andin many 
instances the parents are not altogether 
to blaim. Outside influences have done the 
mischief—little eyes atid ears, always open, 
have picked up things which should never 
have entered them. The barrier of one’s 
own front door is the best protection against 
outer evil; a roof under which father and 
mothercan make their own temple aud 
teach their own lessons is the best ry for
